_ A blessing in disguise 


THE BOOK of Deuteronomy, the se- 
cond portion of which is read 
tomorrow, consists almost entirely 
of the farewell speech Moses 
@elivered to the Children of Israel 
“on the other side of the Jordan,” 
knowing that it was not to be given to 
him to croas over and tread on the 
501} of the Promised Land: “I have 
shown it to you with your eyes, but 
thither you will not come.” 


This week's portion opens with 
Moses" account of the pathetic 
appeal he made to God to reverse 
that decision, and the rejection of the 
plea. ‘‘And the Lord said unto me, 
‘Let it suffice thee; speak no more 
unto Me of this matter. Get thee up 
into the top of Mt. Pisgah and lift up 
thine eyes westward, and 
northward, and southward, and 
eastward, and behold it with thine 
eyes; for thou shalt not go over this 
Jordan."” The Pentateuch ends with 
the narrative of the fulfilment of 
these words. 

Although this decree sounds harsh 
and draconic and Divine Mercy 
seems absent, I, for one, have never 
regarded the decree in this way. For 


over 40 years, from pulpit and plat- 
form, I have expounded my own 
“Midrash Rabinowitz" which goes 
thus: ‘*Phe Holy One, Blessed be He, 
conferred a boon and a blessing on 
Moses when he issued this decree, 
for it is infinitely better that a person 
should die with al? his rosy dreams 
and ideals intact and unaffected, 
rather than that his life be prolong- 
ed, only to have them rudely 
shattered by the force of harsh 
reality.” 

How much better it was that Moses 
should surrender his soul to his 
Maker with a vision of a land flowing 
with milk and honey, and not have 
to experience the of that 


.dream that oecurrred under his 


successor, Joshua. 

Imagine my delight when after 40 
years a similar Midrash has turned 
up! In the “Midrash Sifre Zuta,"" dis- 
covered and published recently by 
Saul Liebermann, the words Rav 
Lach are interpreted not as ἃ 
peremptory “That's enough’ but as 
suggested by the translation of the 
Authorized Version given above, 
“Suffice it for thee."* It is better thia
